This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: (A) the species wherein the surface is provided on a 
reflection-type optical element (claims 1-6 and 14-17), and (B) the species wherein the 
surface is provided on a transmission-type optical element (claims 7-12 and 18-23).
